Goodwin was convicted 


of the murder of Lloyd El- 
liott at Dalby Springs after 
an argument over a hog. He was 
alleged to have thrown Elliott's 
body In the Sulphur river. 
His case 
attracted 
attention 


when the court of criminal ap- 
peals in its original decision de- 
clared Goodwin must go to the 
electric chair despite the fact he 
had "manifestly not been given a 
fair trial." 
The court in the first opinion 
declared technicalities of the law 
prevented a reversal of the case. 
A bill was introduced in the leg- 
islature to grant the court au- 
thority to .reverse and remand the 
case but it died on the calendar. 


Goodwin's attorneys claimed he 
was not given a fair trial because 
of the high feeling aeainst him 
and because of admission by the 
trial judge of improper testimony. 
Today's opinion was written by 


Judge 
Morrow, presiding judge 


and concurred in by other mem- 
bers of the court. 
J. A. R. Moseley of T.exarkana, 


who entered the case after the 
first appeal had been overruled,

of the Latin Garden of Gethsema- 
ne. It was given me by my friend, 
the old Franciscan monk who is 
the keeper of the Garden. H^ de 
voutly believes that this was the 
tree beneath which our Lord un- 
derwent his 
agony. 
"Vraiment, 


Monsieur, Vraiment," he declared, 
with a hurt look in his gentle 
eyes, when I questioned the au- 
thenticity of the tree. 


At least, the fragment is a sym- 


bol; and as I sometimes see the 
trinket on my wife's neck, I am 
reminded that the Cross was in 
the wood of Gethsemane.' Christ's 
agony in the Garden was His real 
passion; there the great Soul won 
through to tranquility. 
All that 


followed, at the trial and on the 
Cross itself, were undergone with 
a serenity secured under the deep 
shadows of the olive trees.

the 
Mount 
of 


Olives. But there is no uncertain- 
ty about Olivet. 
within 
a stone's 


city,., just across the litUe brook 
Kedron, with its steep valley, was 
the familiar prayer resort of Je- 
sus, whither He went on His last 
night of agony. 


Olivet is a 
hill 
of . memories. 
How often I have ascended it, by 
day and by night; and most im- 
pressively when the lustrous Pass- 
over moon flooded the landscape, 
making black 
the shadows be- 


neath the thick olive trees. The 
road to Gethsemane is also • the 
road to Bethany and to Jericho 
East; and likewise the 
the Mount of Ascension. 


It was a beaten path that the 
Lord 
followed 
when He 
sought 


the comfort of the out of doors 
and of the trees; happy is the 
man who has a familiar resort of 
prayer in the time of stress and 
decision. 


Lover of the open air was Je- 


sus. 
No soft, coddled creature of 
was He. 
He loved 


the flowers and the 


sky and the night winds. These 
were to Him His Father's house. 
He resorted to the mountains for 
devotion oftener than to the Tem- 
ple. I cannot consider Gethsema- 
ne without recalling the deathless 
lines of Sidney Lanier:

The Open Heart That Broke. 
To understand 
Gethsemane 
at 


all we must recall what went be- 
fore and what followed. 
In the 


recent 
shelter 
of 
the 
Upper 


Room, Jesus had established 
the 


Feast of Remembrance, the Lord's 
Supper. He had bared His ten- 
der heart to the inner circle of 
friends. In need of comfort Him- 
self, He had yet spent Himself in 
comforting His disciples. 
He told 


them- of the parting that was so 
imminent; but reassured them by 
the truth of the Father's house in 
which are many abiding places, 
homes that" n«ver break up. He al- 
so comforted them by the prom- 
ise of the coming of the Helper, 
the Paraclete, would be to them 
all that He had been to them in 
person. 
And He Himself would 


return again. 
So He bade them 


keep the tryst of love and loyalty. 


Most-thumbed of all the pages 


of. the New Testament are those 
containing 
the 
fourteenth, 
fif- 


teenth, sixteenth and seventeenth 
chapters of John's Gospel, which 
reveal the bared heart of Christ 
on the tragic night 
of 
parting. 


Here is the real "Lord's Prayer," 
the mighty outburst of the Lord's 
love and desire for His friends, 
the emotional tension of that last 
night in the Upper Room, and on 
the way to the Garden, was tre- 
mendous 
beyond 
understanding. 


The great heart of 
Christ 
was 


breaking. 
Never before had He 


so fully revealed Himself and the 
Father as at this farewell gath- 
ering. 


All Alone In Darkest Hour. 


One of the bitter mysteries of 


life is that all innnermost experi- 
ences of the human soul must be 
undergone alone. 
A man's wife, 


whose head is on the pillow be- 
side him, may not know or.share 
his deepest emotions. Every spirit 
walks a solitary way. 
So in His 


ultimate hour, Jesus had 
to 
ero 


apart from even those whom He 
loved most dearly. 
True He took 


the closest three with Him to the 
very edge of His Gethsemane; but 
so uncomprehending 
were 
they 


that they slept while He agonized. 
In deepest experiences, there can 
be only two—the struggling spirit 
and God. 
Art and literature and devotion 


have done their utmost to portray 
Gethsemane; but without 
avail. 


We can see the sheltering arms 
of the olive trees stretched over- 
head, and the rock hillside be- 
neath. We can discern the kneel- 
ing Figure in a transport of soul- 
wrenching prayer. In a daze, we 
can even behold the bloody drbps 
of sweat falling upon the soiled 
limestone and the unheeding flow- 
ers. 
Faint echoes to us of r.;e 


bitter cry that this cup which 
must be drunk might pass away; 
and over this the stronger, sweet- 
er words of resignation. 
"Never- 


theless, not My wUl, but Thine be 
done." 
We hear 
the 
rustle of 


the 
comforting 
angel's 
wings; 


such as always minister sweet- 
ness and strength to the surren- 
dered .will. 
We perceive the end 


of the struggle, and the Savior 
arising in serene strength to face 
the ordeal of arrest, and humilia- 
tion and mockery and death. 


Beneath all this that is discern- 


ible, however, we cannot fathom 
the awesome transaction; where- 
in the Son fully found the Fath- 
er's .will, and strength to perform 
it. 
Too lightly we call our little 


suffering <J5ethsemane; that word 
belongs only to the sublime and 
awful 
experiences wherein 
resig- 


nation to God's way is complete 
and peace is w.on, Not suffering, 
but surrender, is the keynote of 
the Garden. 


Enter The Traitor. 


Even 
while Jesus was gently 


chiding the three sleepy friends 
and reminding'them that the way 
of prayer is the way of escape 
for the disciples as well as for the 
Master, the enemy arrived. 
The 


'foes of Jesus ch£se the midnight 
hour, when 
no »crowds 
were 


abroad to hinder their fell work, 
for the arrest of this Hero. Thirty 
pieces of silver—a perpetual sym- 
bol of perfidy 
and 
shame—had 


been paid to the dark-souled trai- 
tor, Judas, to reveal the Leader's 
familiar prayer-resort. 
1 That there might not be no mis- 
chance, it had been agreed that 
Judas should signal the identity 
of Jesus by a kiss—and the Greek 
text makes clear that this kiss 
was no such casual peck on the 
cheek as a French general gives 
when conferring a decoration; but 
an intense, passionate, 
lingering 


and repeated kiss. 
"He kissed 


Him again and again." 
If there 


were no hell one would have to 
be created to compensate for that 
kiss of betrayal. 


Belatedly 
and 
inopportunely, 


the now awake disciples wanted 
to defend their Master by force. 
Quick-acting Peter cut off the ear 
of the high priest's servant; but 
Jesus, a magnanimous helper to 
the end healed 
it' 
straightway. 


Only 
compassion 
could 
proceed 


from' the One who had un'dergone 
Gethsemant. In a fullness of self- 
forgetfulness and concern for oth- 
ers to which none but a inspired 
poet could do justice, Jesus offer- 


(ed Himself to His captors with a 
plea that His friends be allowed 
to depart 
unharmed. 
What 
a 


wonderful . Savior! 


them that fear Him,* and. 
show them his convenant.
